Explains Relations of Lawyer 
to General Sj'stem

Desci'lbing l^iw as the nobksi pro- 
fession of ihcni all, I'ici re-)3;isllo Mig- 
nault, Judgo in tliu Supreme Cuiirl 01' 
Canada and Professor ot J^eg.il UtliiCK 
at McGIII, yesterday outlined to Inw 
students of .ill three ycar.« the prin- 
cipal rules oC Ifgal oUiiuotti\ Jutlpc 
Mignault. delivers two lectures .annu- 
ally to the law students. Ycstorduy's 
v-as Ilje first of these. 

The Judge dwelt at some length upun 
the fiduciary relation between attorney 
and client, and stressed the duties of 
the lawyer to the person employing 
him. H« pointed out that it was the 
duty of ho lawyer to keep secret oil 
that his client told him in ronfideiK-o. 
and explained that such convcr.«atlons 
were "privileged" by the court. 

Reasons why lawyers were not .il- 
lowed to solicit clients were also cl.ib- 
orated upon by the tipraker. Th'.- law- 
yer, he explained, formed an Integral 
part of the general .system of justice, 
and while he was expected to do cv- 
erj'thlng possible for his client, he 
must, in so doltiK. adhere .strictly to 
the best traditions of the profession 
and use no perverted means to assist 
his client.

For rouinle.s.< billions of year? there has 
been life on our planet. When the seas .steamed 
and the earth was still a hot ball of living scum 
formed on the waters. Millions of years later 
vast primeval plants grew on Ihc cooling land 
and vast iirimeval reptiles moved clumsily in 
the tepid ."^-a.-. As the earth slowly cooled into 
conditions we are familiar with, life spread out 
joyously. It swarmed over the land as giant 
saurian.^, it took to the air n.-^ curious bird-like 
animals, it dived deen in the seas as the first 
fif5he.s. 

Quite lately in the life of the world mam- 
mals appeared. One of the most recent of these 
is man. A kind of man existed half a million 
years ago, and Homo Sapiens, distinguished by 
his first invention, the use of tools, evolved some 
fifty thousand years back. 

Thirty thousand years elap.«ed before man 
made his .'^econd great discovery, fire. Another 
ten thousand and he learnt to tame animals. The 
pace is quickening. 

Some six or eight thousand years ago man 
begaii -inaking thing,s over and above his im- 
mediate nece^.riiief. He made chariots to tra- 
verse the land, .ships to sail the waves, fine 
clothes for his raiment. Slowly he advanced. 
The Egyptians estimated the size of the earth; 
the Konian.s built great edifice.*, roads, and 
bridges; the Greeks discovered the Six Ma- 
chines, the Lever, the' Inclined Plane, the 
Wedge, the Pulley, the Wheel and Axle, and the 
Screw. 

Witli (lie Dark Ages knowledge .slumbered. 
It went out of Europe via Constantinople into 
the hands of the Moslem."?, and came back again 
tlirough Spain. 

111 the seventeenth century, three hundred 
years ago. man began to think again. He found, 
for in.stance, that blood circulated in the body, 
and that gravitation held the Universe to- 
gether. 

Little more than \\vo Iniiub-ed years ago 
a discovery comparable to that of fire was 
made: the use of steam. Since them a world 
much the .same as Caesar knew has been trans- 
formed into the world of our parents. The even 
more fundamental di.scovery of electricity has 
done the j'est. 

The world lias been changed in a day. It 
took thirty thousand years for man to advance 
from his first discovery to his second. Now we 
see the hitesi overnight invention in our morn- 
ing paper. Not only has .progress been acceler- 
ated, but tlie i-ate of acceleration itself is in- 
creasing. Our ancestors three hundred years 
back were born, lived and died without noticing 
any change in partciular. Our great-great- 
grandfathers it was ^vho Ijegan to notice the 
world's aspect altering. By now we are accust- 
omed to change, but its ever-increasing rapid- 
ity .-itill amazes us. 

"All the metal.^, all the ninety chemical 
elements are being pressed into service. Whose 
service? The "service of a race whose destiny we 
can as yet only dimly appreciate. Already we 
comand lemiieratures varying from the region 
within a few degrees of ab.solute zero to with- 
in one hundred degrees of the heat of .the sun. 
Wg command pressures of tons per square mil- 
limeter and degrees of vacuum down to one 
hundred millionth of an atmosphere. We can 
photograph the track of a single atom tearing 
its way through moist air. We have banished 
ibears and wolves from our home countries, and 
haveièlearn to wage war against the invisible 
germs of disease." 

This cataclysmic rate of change in human 
things: where is it leading us? What of tomoi*- 
row? 

We do not know. The advance of learning 
in all its branches has given the scholar a power 
of progno.stication that would have made him 
ft king in thrj Middle A:jes. But progress ever 
,leap!^ ahead of lii:; pur.suit, anr^ turning mocks 
lum who strives to cope with jier. .

If .my McGill >tiicK'iu is comcniplating changing his 
University, ..^r any young matriculant is now busy reading 
liie talendars of various ins'itutions of enlightenment he 
might, with advantage, switch over to Tiiviity Years Amoiuj 
the Tnviity Year Olds. Here he will find .ill tlic informa- 
tion he wants in one vohmie. Here, instead of .i dry listing 
cit courses and iirc-rtiniisitc^, ruid ol rules govcrnliii; promo- 
tion from year to year, he will find where tile prettiest co- 
eds are located, viz. Wisconsin and California;'" •• 

In the same vohmic, he may learn at. .which univcr- 
-Mtics fraternities wield a powerful influcncc and at which 
they are ncgjisibk unanlitic?. He ni;iy .ilso Icnrn the names 
of the places attended by the sons and daughters of the 
wealthy; whicii linivcrsities arc 'democratic' and which 
'conservative'. Uc- may discover which university presidents 
approve of highly organised .-.tudent activity and which of 
thcni Hisnppruve. .Ml iliis :md many other things equally in- 
icre^tin;.' :iri ilu riniuhly dihcibsed "by Mr. liawcs. 

13-,i'. Mr. Hawcs has also essayed to talk of Canadian 
Universities, and in so essaying hc'-ha's grievously erred. 
.Ml of them, that is, all of which Mr. Hawes has heard, arc 
dismi%}e'l in some three pages entitled : "McGill, Toronto, 
Queens (sic) and the Other Provincial Universities." "lliis 
writer lias been in attendance at McGill for seven years, 
but has, 5s yes. to learn of any connection between the 
Province of Quebec and McGill University. A Queen's 
student of similar standing would probably have a hard 
time discovering a connection between his Altna Mater and 
the Province of Ontario. 

Mr. Hawcs might well have named Chapter XIX, for 
that is the offensive one, "Twenty Minutes .Among The 
Hundred Year Olds," for it is doubtful if he has given 
more than twenty minutes' thought to its composition. In 
this chapter he says in part : 

"Each of the provinces maintains a University," 
(since v/bcn) . . ." "Tliero are two small but good 
private colleges in Nova Scotia, and Queens at Ham- 
ilton in the Province In Toronto is one of the leading 
institutions of the Dominion,'' 

"It may be said, however, that McGiM anti Toronto 
are not only the two largest but the tvo most pro- 
minent and best known in Canada. McGill is situated 
in Montreal and. is individual in' its' orgahisotioni 
since it is perhaps the only purely Scotch University 
we have on the continent. Founded largely under 
Scotch Influence.'' (We are grateful, at least, that ho 
didn't say under the influence of Srotch, since it is 
mostly under that of beer, tobacco and sugar), "using 
the title of Principal for'the head and other machine- 
ry largely that of Edinburgh, we find the same traits 
in some respects here as abroad. The rather reserved 
attitude toward all new things and other aspects of a 
Scotch character is (sic) passing at McGill, . . 
And the chapter continues in much tlic same slr.tîn. 
For the benefit of Mr. Hawes and also of ^[cGill undcr- 
Hra'Iiiatej, a list of Canadian Universities, with the dates 
01 iheir foundation is here appended:

violet waves. These waves are of 
practical value in medical therapy." 
Coamle Rays 
C(JntlnuIng down tho spectrum, Br. 
Keys said, wo como to the Rontgen or 
X-rays, gamtiia rays from radium, 
and the cosmic rays, which are the 
shortest of all known electro-mag- 
netic waves, and this explanation of 
light by electro-magnetic waves gives 
tho relation between light and elec- 
tricity. 

Considering tho structure of matter. 
rrofe.«sor Keys said the works of J.J. 
Thomson, Sir Krncst Rutherford, 
Bohr and others showed that matter 
consists of particles of negative elec- 
tricity called electrons and of positive 
electricity called protons." 

"Wo have thus." he continued, "tho 
electrical nature of matter explained 
Matter obeys tho Newtonian laws in 
its Inter-actlon. In tho early p.art of 
tills eenlury, tho quantum theory of 
radiation fas Introduced to explain 
many pheiiomena, such as the emis- 
sion of heat from hot bodies and the 
emission of electrons from metals 
when radiated by light. Tho relation 
between spectral Unes emitted by dif- 
ferent atoms was also explained by In- 
troducing this auantum Idea. We, 
therefore, have many experiments 
which support tho idea that radiation 
incltidlng light, consista of dis- 
creet bundles of energy, 

RADIATION FROM STARS 

"To account for tho continual radi- 
ation- from tho stars and the sun, Ed- 
dlngton put forward the idea that 
matter was being transformed Into 
radiation; and. In fact, on this hypo-, 
thesis, the sun Is losing 123 million 
million tons of matter per year, and 
may continue to do scr for the next 15 
million million years before It is used 
up, it It proceeds at tho same rate. 

"We have, In this way. two differ- 
ent Ideas of radiation, or light. The 
one callied the wave theoiy. which ex- 
periments support, and the oilier the 
discreet or p.artlelo theory, known as 
tho quantum theory. Physicists, for 
many years, have bceii trying to 
bridge tho gap between these two and 
thus break down the duality which 
light appears to possess. 

It is Just possible that tho recent 
pa.per of Professor Einstein will cx- 
Iil.iin in mathematical tenns only, this 
relation between radiation and Xew- 
tonhan gravitation. Whether this will 
have any physical interpretation or 
not it is very difficult to say, but most 
likely not. Perhaps. nft"ei:tall. w^p .aro 
all iioihing but a set of differential 
equal ions."

French African 
Policy Treated 

R. V. C. Historical Club Met 
at Prof. Waugh 8 Home 

"Africa" was the topic presented In 
two papora.;^^'at - the meeting ot the 
R.y.C. Historical Club at tho home 
of Professor AVaugh, last Tuesday. 
The first paper "French Imperialism 
in Africa,'" was read by Miss Bisset, 
and tho second, "Territorial Changes 
in Africa since . the Great War," by 
Mlss-Blnny. '■ 

Miss Bisset first outlined tho early 
Flinch Interests In iVfrica and her 
rivalry with England. "Tho opening of 
tho nineteenth century saw Franco 
with no great overseas possession, the 
end ot tho century, saw her with a 
vast colonial empire," she stated. At 
the end ot tho nineteenth century. 
Franco linJ acquired moro actual land 
than Great Britain, but sinco this land 
was largely desert its value ofld ini 
portancc was small in comparison 
with British territory. 

Owing to bad management and lack 
of experience In colonial affairs,' AI- 
g(er.^ rc juired a long period ot 
Htrugglo hcforo It was completely 
brought tmder French rule. Neighbor- 
ing Tunis was later added, tho speak- 
or.pojnted out. 

i-Vanco had long aspired to control 
Bçypt and thereby secure a better po- 
sition In India. Theretoro sho took a 
grlîat Interest in Kgyptlan affairs. Hy 
the end of tlio century, however. 
Great Britain had gained tho ascen- 
dancy thoro and consequently domi- 
nated In India. The most Important 
French provinces are Morocco, In the 
north, and AIndagascar In the east 
while French West Africa and the 
French Congo aro mainly dcacrt, said 
tho speaker, AVith the exception of 
Abyssinia, Africa was and still is a 
dependency of Europe, 

Miss BInny gave a detailed sketch 
ot tho various territorial acquisitions 
and redistributions before IDU. Dur- 
ing theso i-haiiges the iniperlnl poU- 
"iles of France and (.iennony figured 
consplcuouslj'. It has been said that 
Germany's policy was less a desire for 
territorial and commercial acquisi- 
tions Mian tho ambition to form "step- 
ping-stones to India." 

Tho results of tho Great War 
moant, territorially, the exeluslim of 
Dnc great powei-, declared Miss Ulnny. 
Tho rest were given a better chance In 
this "scramble" fop terrltm-y. Thoro 
was (IS well an attempt to provide bet- 
ter trealmcni of iho natives by the 
Mandatory System— a measure to slop 
tho exiensivo exploitation oC tho na- 
tivo pop\ilatlon and allow them more 
pul)llc freedom, sho (oncluded.

000,000 live on the Island of .lava. 

Importance of Java 

.lava. Dr. Adams explained unlike 
.Now Guinea, is civilb.cd, cultivated 
like a tulip garden, and has brought 
b-reat wealth to the Dutch planters. 

Java is CGO miles long and has an 
area of .'lO.OuO square miles, which is 
almost exactly the same as that of 
Kngland," Dr. Adams said. 

The lecturer devoted most of his 
lime to Java and described at length 
the peculiarities o£ the inhabitants, 
the way th»y dress, their Government 
and their religion. 

The' native poi^ulation of .Tava, he 
rcmai'ked lias been there since the 
birth of the human race. He men- 
:ion'-d that in the alluvial deposits of 
Liic neng.Twan River the remains of 
;iir l-'illioc.aiiihi'jpus (an lUogcd link 
between man and his ape-like ances- 
tors) was found, and that in jiiva 
there is still found the "CHbbon" — the 
anthropoid ape which most closely re- 
s'-niblcs man. 

The speak'.r then turned to Malay.T 
which he described as being the 
.'Oiithcrn prolongation of Burma and 
Slam, comprising the Strait* Seltle- 
monts and the Federated and Unfed- 

1 !at«;d Malay States, and governed by 
iheiv respective sulu-ins under Hril- 
if h .-supers'iEion and protection. 

Singapore, Dr. Adams .said, the 
principal port. In addition to being 
one of the largest ports In the wor!d 
!= also the sea'., ut tiie governor of 
the Straits Settlements. 

Christianity Welcome 

'-It la most significant," the speaker 
concluded, "that while among the 
peoples of all the religions of the 
Kast the theologies of the churches 
meet with 'iltio response, the Found- 
er of Chrisianity and Ills direct 
teaching are everywhere venerated, 
respected and welcomed. 

"The British government Is educat- 
ing and training the people of India 
for nelf-governnicnt In the face of 
great difficulties due to the racial and 
rollglous division)) of the people and 
th» illiteracy of the masnes. They 
hav« promised them sclf-governmcnl 
by auccesplve stages as they are pro- 
pared for It a-nd eventuilly a full 
dominion atatue. The Dutch Govern- 
ment It following along slmllnr lines 
with th«lr people."

mum of interest. in cases like thl:i 
a windins drive eliminates the grade 
10 a .u'reat extent and also lends :i 
pleasant variety of Interest. Another 
point .-igainst the slrai^ht drive Is th-î 
I'act that, when the site is woodsd. 
the house is visible from the high- 
way. The winding road affords an 
oiiportiinity foi' presenting the' house 
from .its most satisfactory viewpoint, 
and for keeping it hidden tnitil Ih.-'.l 
point Is reached. 

According to Mr. Todd, a formal 
garden may be quite in keeping -with 
:ir (.lurwlse "nalnrale.«iiiie" layout. 
In some .senses a garden can be con- 
sidered an integral part oC the house. 
Ill .-luinmcr it may become an 
"open-air living room."' However, a 
formal garden in such u case .should 
be screened by .-îcattercd planting so 
it may not be a jarriiig note in the 
composition. 

, The formal garden should be 
placed that it cnnnot be seen from 
the iippicach to the hou.sc. Jlr. Todd 
pointed out that it was annoying for 
a. hostess to proudly show her gar- 
den to a guest, only to be told tliat 
the guest had already Inspected it 
when approaching the house. Screen- 
ing the garden also helps to make it 
the private retreat that It should be. 
Flower Planting 
The speaker demonstrated how the 
unity of numberless lawns Is de.i- 
tro.vcd by thoughtlessly cut ting it In- 
to two equals parts by walks flanked 
with broad flower beds. Better prac- 
tice is to take the walk In a winding. 
Informal faslilon along either sidî. 
Formal planting often makes a. ple.Ts- 
ing contrast with natural surrounrt- 
int's. The wild beauty of the latter 
emphasizes the ordered beauty of tha 
lormer, and vice versa^ 

Bmiilinsizlng the importance of co- 
operation lictwecn architect and land- 
scape expert, Jlr, Todd Illustrated 
several examples of the results of 
collaboration. The architect. In 
dlsciis.slng plana with his client, 
would do well to suggest that a land- 
scape architect be consulted even be- 
fore the position of the house on tbo 
lot 1.1 decided. The result of such a 
step is the in.suiance ot .satisfaction 
ar,d the knowledge that the greatest 
pos.sibIe efficiency and harmony has 
been achieved^ 

In discussing landHcape gardening 
below the border, iho .siu.-aker gave a 
few oxumples of absurd extrava- 
gance, which had come to his atten- 
tion. In one case a hedge had been 
moved from .Virginia to Long Isl.uul 
at u. cost of fifty thounand dollars.
